Each surety (bvonds- 
man) must swear that he is worth the amount 
of bond io real estate, free from all incum- 
brances; no exceptions will be made to this 
rule. sureties must reside in the same town or 
county; that is to say, within the jurigdiction of 
the same court, It is desirable that they should 
reside at or pear the station ror which the bund 
is given, but this is not an arbitrary rule. For 
obvious reasons sureties spould not be men en- 
gaged in any kind of business that will be likely 
to cause them to require any favor from the 
empioyé. No officer or employee of the company 
will be accepted as surety.

Tue sale of dats for the great May festival 
commences one Week from tomorrow. The 
work upon the Exposition Building has pro- 
gressed sufficiently to allow of publié ingspec- 
tion, and the managers of the festival will 
throw it open to the public all this. week. 
This will give people an opportunity te ex- 
amine the auditorium and ascertain in what 
portions of it they would like to have seats, 
so that when they come to purchase they will 
not have the difficuity in selection which 
might occur if they chose from the plats. All 
the indications now are favorable to a large 
sale of season seats, and applications are com- 
ing in frem afi parts of the West. The crowd 
of strangers here during festival week will 
be immense. The show that the 
chorus is ftr splendid condition and wil! give 
Chicago such singing as has wéver been heard 
here before. Of the seloists and orchestra it 
is needless to speak, for they have never been 
excelled at any festival, either in this coan- 
try or abroad. As this festivai is a matter of 
experiment to decide whether it is feasible 
for Chicago in future to hold a biennial festi- 
val, after the manner of Cincinnati, there 
ought to be no coubt asto her answer. There 
is nothing lackmg on the part of the man- 
agers and performets to make lt a gteat 
musical success. That is already gdaran- 
teed. The financial success ought to be no 
less. It is not a private speculation or in- 
vestment. Its managers have been ehosen 
from among our most prominent citizens, 
and its expenses have been guaranteed by 
sixty of our leading mérehants and eapital- 
ists.

SPECIAL ASSESSMENT ABUSES. 

There is something wrong about the man- 
agement of special assessments. Just wliat 
itis and whose fault it is it would be well 
for the Citizens’ Association to ascertain. It 
is the.uniform practice to assess largely in 
excess of the actual cost of the improvement. 
A reasonable margin above cost may be 


proper to cover the expenses of making the | 


assessment and to meet any errors that may 
be found in the estimates; but excésses of 
50 and 60 per cent above cost certainly can- 
not be excuséd on this ground. It is nota 
sufficient answer to say that rebates are 
made to the taxpayers. of the sum collected 
over and above cost and expenses, . Therein 
lles the hardship. If the improvement of a 
certain block is to cost $4,000, why should 
the taxpayers in that block’ be required to 
pay in $6,000 and thus turn over $2,000 of 
their money to the city for a year or more? 
As special assessments are paid by a large 
number of small property-owners and house- 
noiders, the collection of 30 per cent more 
than is needed is generally very oppressive. 

A couple of instances will serve to illus- 
trate the abuse. The assessment for the im- 


> provement of State street was collected a 


year ago. On a B-foot lot there was an 
assessment of $165, of which §65 was subse- 
quently returned. But the rebate was not 
received by the taxpayer until one year after 
the assessment had been paid, and then only 
after ¢alitng for it several times and going 
through much tedious eireumlocution. The 
taxpayer was forced fe the first place to pay 
65 per cent more than he ought to have paid, 
and somebody not entitled to it had the use 
of his money for a whole year. Another 
instance: An ordinance has been passed 


for the paving of Wabash avenue south of 


Twenty-third street with asphalt blocks. 
The assessmetit has been made at the rate of 
about $7.38 per Husa foot on each side of the 
street. The same kind of pavement was laid 
on Twenty-eighth street a few months ago 
at an actual cost Of $5 per front foot. Why 
is the Wabash avenue assessment made 
nearly 50 per cent higher than the improve- 
mentought to cost? . 

There is another significant feature about 
this praetiee. A large percentage of the re- 
bates awarded after the improvements have 
been made is never called for. many 
Cases the taxpayers are ignorant of fact 
that rebates are coming to them, and in 
others, where the rebate amounts to only a 
few dollars, the taxpayer, after running after 
it several times, gets tired out and allows it 
to remain. What becomes of the money 


when md how? How long does some of- 
ficial draw interest on other people's money 
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ment is made. If the propertty-Owner a 
not pay promptly the tax-buyer but in 
every case the city receives the amount 
of the assessment. Hence It u no Menger 
necessary to raise the —

REFORM(NG THE PRIMARIES. 

In the political system of uf Gountry 
there is no more difficult and serious defect | 
than that which is develuped in the choice of 
local gf wanicipal governments. This de- 
fect is not due so much to imperfections in 
the legisiation by which these local govern 
ments ate established ds it is to the agencies 
whieh im all large cities are able todo cor- 
rupt and dégrade the ordinary machinery of 
party politics as to place the active gövern- 
ment of thése cities in the hands of irrespon- 
sible persons seeking place and power for 
corrupt purposes, and, once in place, able by 
the use of their official means to perpetuaté 
themselves in authorfty. 

The party machinery by which are con- 
ducted the primary assembiages of the voters 
to express their choice directly in the nomi- 
nation of candidates or in the choice of dele- 
gates for that purpose is seized by the cor- 
rupt and designing of both parties, and used 
for the homination of candidates who ought 
not to de voted for. Once nomingted, party 
allegiance is invoked, and every man is sub 
jected to the accusation of treason 
and perfidy who hesitates to vote 
for a notorious thief who has packed 
his primary meeting. What is the 
honest voter to de? It is possible for him te 
vote tor the candidate nominated by the op- 
posing party. but in a great majority of 
eases the other candidate is a fellow of the 
same stamp or worse, because these corrupt 
factions play regularly fnte each other's 
hands, and leave the general public no room 
for disertimination. A Republican, who will 
make the proper endeavor, can obtain a 
nowination in his own ward, against the 
choice of his own party, by making & peéun- 
laty arrangement with the captain of the j 
Demeeratie faction; and when needed, the 
Democratie aspirant can have the favor fully 
reciprocated on li terms. The result of 
all this is, the management and operation 
of all local political machinery is exereised 
exclusively by the most disreputable Of the 
population, and respectable men who ought 
to be placed In control of nrunicipal affairs 
will not become candidates, and who if will- 
ing cannot be nominated. The mob—azd 
by mob we mean the professionals—therefore 
control the election of all city governments, 
and city govérnmeénts have generally be 
come public scandals. 

Pürifcatioh iff local governments must 
begin in the purification of local politics. It 
must be made as criminal an offense to vote 
illegally ata primary meeting held for the 
nomination of candidates by one party as it 
ia to Vote illegally at a publie election, and 
it must be made as disréputable and as dis- 
gtaceful to corruptly invade the primary 
meeting of & party as it would be to stuff the 
baliot-box or colonize a precinct with illegal 
votes at a public election. This extension oi 
the State elecuen-laws to the protection of 
political parties in the choice of their candi- 
dates and representatives, and the en- 
forcement of their rules, must come from the 
Legislature, and that at an early day; but 
still there is much that can be done now, and 
which should be done before there is another 
genera! election in this city. 

The primary meeting must be reformed or 
it should be abofished. Now itisa fraud, a 
delusion, and a chéat. But the voters of 
either party in any ward in this city have it 
in their power to take measures to reform 
primary meetings within their own jurisdic- 
tion. The Fourth Ward offers a case for 
illustration, particularly as that ward has of 
late experienced the disgrace and aiscom- 
üture of the present lawless system. 

That ward at the Presidential election in 1880 
polled 5,260 votes. This vote is in excess of the 
vote of any one of one-half of the counties of 
thts State. In this ward there are eight pre- 
cinets; the average vote of each was 670. The 
vote of the ward was divided, Garfield, 3,561, 
Hancock, 1,751. Now the rule has been that 
a primary meeting in that ward is called for 
three hours in the afternoon, and the 3,561 
Republican voters ate expected to gather 
from the eight precincts at one place. Out- 
side of the ward, butin the closely-packed 
districts adjoining, there is 4 large available 
population that can be voted at any primary. 
This population pours in, and the hour for 
closing the primary is reached with a mixed 
vote in the box, of which possibly 1,000 more 
or less are genuine Republican votes of that 
ward. 

With slight variations this is a fair pieture 
of the primary meetings in all the wards of 
the city. * 

Can this be reformed? In the first place 
$,600 votes cannot by any possibility be polled 
at any primary meeting, and, therefore, the 
practice of holding only one primary meet- 
ing in one ward must be abolished. Experi- 
ence in all elections has shown that the fail- 
ure to scrutinize the voting at any precinct 
is intensified in proportion to the reduction 
of the nuniber of legal voters at that precinct. 

When the Republicans of the Fourth Ward 
next want to hold a primary meeting, they 
can have a meeting at each of the eight pre- 
cincts at which the legal Republican voters 
of that preemct can vote, and thus give 
every Republican in the ward the opportun- 
ity to vote, with ample: time to do so. They 
can by rule fix a test by which every man 
not known to the judges can establish his 
right to vote ata Republican meeting, and 
also his right to vote in that particular pre- 
cinect. At each of these precincts the judges 
of the election and those interested can have 
no difficulty in distihguishing between the 
Republican and the spurious voter, and it 
will be easy for the canvassers to protect the 
purity of the ballot-box even more carefully 
than can be done at a public election. 

There are now perhaps as many as sixteen 
delegates to the convention to be elected on 
one ticket. This large number may have a

By their 
works shall ye know them tis even more ap* 
plicable to gas com pantes than it is to Chris- 
tlans. If the new company shall prove to be 
one of those fleeting concerns which myste- 
riously disappeer after organization, then it 
will be concluded that some enterprising citi- 
zens and friendly Aldermen afe the richer 
and the old companies the poorer for the 
transaction, and possibly that the consumers 
of gas will be required witimately to 
pay the expenses of the tfafisadction. If, 
on the other hand, the uéw ofgarization 
shall proceed to expend $300,000 within the 
next eight months in thé construction of 
works, aid. shall furnish evidence of à pur- 
puse to manufacture and distribute gas to an 
amount not less 10,000,000 feet every thirty 
days before three years shall have expifed 
(and the ordinance reguifes both these 
things), then the public will herald the new 
company with ae¢laim. 

There bas beet more than the usaal 
amount of mystery about the passage of this 
latest gas ordiludanee, and several: citcum 
stances have combined to confuse public 
judgment as to the real object of its pro- 
moters. Several of the Aldermen who have 
beretofore been identified in thé public mind 


’ witn the interests of the old compauſes have 


been active in urging the passage of the ordi- 
nauee for the Gréation of he new company. 
Not have the old companies displayed 
their usual anxiety to defeat the ordi 
nance. This bas led to an impression 
that the old companies ate in some way In- 
terested in the new scheme. But the man- 
agérs of the old companies have been known 
to Intimate that they believed the Standard 
Oil Compahy (whieh has been engaged in 
the erection of rival gas works in other cities) 
to be back of the present enterprise, and that 
they did not care to compete for the favor of 
the Council against a corporation contrullug 
so longa purse. If this theory be correct, 
then the gas consumers of Clitcago may feel 
eonfident that the new enterprise will not be 
suppressed. 0 

In case the Standard Oil Company shall 
establish gas works in this elty a very pretty 
fight may be confidently awaited, The public 
can stand that with much the same equanim- 
ity that it looked upon the war of passenger 
rates from the West to the East, which lasted 
several months. The ordinanee limits the new 
company to @ charge of 81.78 per thousand 
for its supply of gas. But from the time this 
new cempany shall begin to supply te ter- 
ritory now controlled by the present com- 
panies it will find it necessary to sell gas a 
good deal more cheaply. The companies 
now manufacturing gas have discovered uses 
for the residuum matter — the coke, tar, sul- 
phuric acid, ete., which was formerly wasted 
—that enables them to seli the gas itself at a 
very much lower figure than they are now 
charging. They earn enormous dividends 
at the present rate of charges, and whenever 


‘ they shall be compelled to lower the rate in 


order to compete for business they can put 
it down to a figure that will astonish even 
the Standard Oil Company. It is very evi- 
dent from this statement that competition is 
needed, and the public can endure a consid- 
erable reduction in the price of gas without 
prejudice to the corporation that shall come 
in to compete. 

SUCCESS OF THE IRISH STRIKE AGAINST 

TITH SS. 

We print elsewhere from the London Pall 
Malt Gazette a brief history of the vain 
efforts maus by the British Government fifty 
years ago to enforce the collection of tithes 
in Ireland for the Episcopal Church after 
that form of taxation had become confisea- 
tory and unenduradle. Then Parliament 
and the Ministry had resort to “ coercive” 
legislation, the taxgatherer was accompanied 
by the police and the regular soldiers, the 
parson carried with him in order to collect 
his tithes @ detachment of dragoons and 
carried off the tenants’ cattle under the pro- 
tection of the bayonet and the cannon. 

The tithes were impused by the Govern- 
ment for the support of the English Church 
in Ireland. and the Church was a constituent 
branch of the Government, as much 80 as 
the judiciary or the army. It was true the 
Established Episcopal Chareh in Ireland was 
a Cilurch with but a handful of adherents. 
There Was a full quota of Bishops and 
prlests, Gf deans and chapters, and prelates 
of all degrees, but the parishioners were 
comparatively scarce. Had the eovilec- 
tion of tities deen mmited to the 
members of the Episcopal Church the 
revenue would have been small and the ex- 
action insignificant; but the payment of 
@ithes was general; the Presbyterian and the 
Catholic were alike subjected to tithes to 
support a church establishment Which for 
the most part consisted of ciericals without 
parishioners, excépt the land bailiffs, tax- 
collectors, and officials of the British garri- 
sons. The Irish masses endured it as long 
as was possible, but when at last it was a 
question of starvation or paying tithes there 
was a general protest against the plunder. 
The only relaxation that Was permitted was 
the privilege of commuting for money the 
tithing of the produce, but it was as difficult 
to pay in money as it was in cattle, of meal,

RALPH WALDO EMERSON, 

This man was recogrtizéd as the represent- 
ative mind of his country, and he is dead 
dead at the age of 79 years; dead with a 
purer and more enduring fame than js often 
the meéd of mortal man. How rare he wat; 
how original in thonght; how true in char- 
actéft. Those who lived below his mental 


sun called him the “ sphinx of letters.“ Me- 


diocrity comprehended him not. Only those 
whose intellectual home was on tne high- 
lands enjoyed the privilege of journeying 
With him into the rich estates ot an ofigt 
nal genius.” Poet, lecturer, essayist, and 
philosopher, his contribufions to our ſetters 
have been priceless. What other writer has 
given us such stately sense, splendid diction, 
sprightly wit, happy humor, keen criticism, 
stibtile insights, noble morals, and vigorous 
thought, fresh With the breath of health 
and progress j 

To him we are largely indebted for the 
change in our methods of thinking Which 
the last decade has mar He preached 
the gospel of tolerance, but perstiasively, 
80 unaggressively that the fiercest bigot was 
won over. Kren the “ hornets of divinity” 
at last gave him room on their shelves, It 
was this gentleness of reasoning, this sweet 
courtesy or hospitality toward the opinions 
of others, that made itis blews se sure and 
efféctive. Both In conversation and in welt- 
im he avoided the least intrusion of himself. 
Where is there-so Impersonal a writer? 

Idealist? Yes, and yet rémarkably redlistic 
as well. He was not a metaphysician, and 
laid no claim to systematic thinking. He 
did not deal in logic. His pages are like 
handfuls of jewels, each oné pure ahd bright, 
but sustaining no relation to the others. His 
method of work was utterly withoat design 
or plan. As his thoughts shaped themséeiveas 
in his mind he dropped them into bis note- 
book, and on some favorable day sorted them 
into collections. His chapters read back ward 
as smoothly as forward. There is no begin- 
nihg on a lower grade and léading up to the 
highest mount. A friend said of nis work, 
„Tis Iris-built. Tach period is sélf-poised. 
Jewels, all: separate stars!” This original 
method of composition makes Emerson’s 
works seem like fragments of improvisations 
from many hands. Bronson Alcott says:

Emerson’s poetry has been the despair of 
many critics, the stumbling-block of benight- 
ed readers. In construction it is choppter, 
mere unrhythmic, and more defiant of poetic 
cahon than even Walt Whituian’s Yet he 
is unmistakably a poet. The spirit of poesy 
pervades his every thought, though the a- 
cepted form of poetry has receivéd most 
respectful treatment at his hands, Théod 
Parker said he was “a poet lacking the ac- 
complishment of verse.“ One of his biog- 
raphers calls him a moral poet - rare 
figure in the passionate Castalian throng. 
He did not love beauty merely for ite own 
sake, and had no sympathy with the word- 
flourish and dilettanteiém which até éft- 
en the disgrace ot popular poets. He wis 
introspective, an interpreter of huniah mo- 
tives, an intellectual rather than sentimental 
poet. Emotion and passion are not promi- 
nent in his poetry. He has feeling, but gives 
it no astonishing outbursts, He had a theo- 
ry of poetry and he carried it out to the con- 
stermation aud confusion ef mediocre minds. 
It is that mind is central, the source of in- 
finit unity; that the outward world is sym- 
bolical of the spirit expressed through it. In 
voetry As in all else with him the thought 
was everything, the form nothing.

Emerson’s life was not eventful. It was 
destitute of the dramatic features we are 
fond of associating in our minds with genius.

Shotover’s Sensational Two Thousand 

Guineas Victory, and Ite Effect on the

‘The result of the Two Bhousand Guineas 
run last Wednesday has made a decided 
change in the aspect of various English 
events for 8-year-olds which are soon w 
be decided, and especially has it had an influ- 
ence on the Epson Derby, for which, previous 
to the Two Thousand Guineas, Mr. Rymill’s

A Compromise Verdict Rendered in the 
Larrabee Detalcation Case. 

The jury in the case of the Trustees of the 
Town of Lake View against C. R. Larrabee and 
Theron Pardee, after being out twenty hours, 
agreed on a verdict for $17,637.50 yesterday 
morning at8 o'clock.

went on the bond at bis request. Mr. Larrabee 
bears a reputation of such sterling integrity as 
a business-man thatif it took every dollar he 
had to make good the deficit his credit in com- 
mercial circies would not suffer.

The Affairs of the Defunct Riverside

Gen. Taylor had appointed a Cabinet of Sew- 
ard men, and Fillmore turned them all out 
aud put in old Mr. Crittenden, whose last 
act was to stand up in Congress and handi- 
cap Kentucky, Missouri, and Virginia into a 
policy of neutrali y, whereby they were alli 
three overtun. Fillmore never amounted to 
anything after he left the Presidency, though 
he was picked up by the Knuw-Nothings and 
managed to earry one State, Maryland, which 
behaved during the War very much like his 
character—first murdering the Union troops 
us they went through Baltimore and then re- 
fusing to enlist in Lee's ariny when he invad- 
ed the Stato; so that Maryland titsappointed 
beth sections, but was a good Fillmore State 
all the same.”’ 

Well, now,” said I. What have you to 
say about the thitteenth Vice-President, Will- 
iam R. King, of Alabama? 

Mr. King was 67 years old when he be- 
came Vice-President,” ‘said the Ohio man. 
Ile had been in Congress forty-three years 
before he took the Vice-Presidency. He 
spent very much of his life in the diplomatic 
service, by which he was withdrawn from 
the aa any He was rich, never aggressive 
seemed to have no original ideas, and posed 
largely on his style and manners. You read 
all the eulogies of his decease, and you will 
find that he was praised for nothing except 
his deportment and length of Service. Mr. 
Chandler, of Pennsylvania, said of him in 
the obituary speech, that he was an wunob- 
trusive, retiring gentleman; that ho appear- 
ance, no act of his could be regarded as chal- 
lenging attention, and that he never made 
any demands on anybody. Hence he was 
elected Vice-President as late as 1852, and 
died before he could fill the place. The next 
Alabama man to be heard of was William L. 
* ancey, who seemed to spring to the surface 
by King’s disappearance; and then came the 
Nashville Convention, Which was the con- 
ception of. secession, and Alabama plunged 
into disunion second in time only to South 
Carolina.“

THE IRISH LAND QUESTION 


The Strike Against Tithes-—A Parallel. 
London Pall Mall Gazette, Apri 7. 

Much will be gained by Mr. Gladstone’s 
speech on Tuesday afternoon if it fixes in 
the public mind the alimportant fact that 
the Government of the country has had since 
the foundation of the Land League to deal 
with a state of things in Ireland entirely 
different from any that had been known 
there for fifty years.” Even if we go back 
for fifty years, says the Prime Minister, what 
you find is only a miniature of the op- 
erations that have been going on for 
the last three or four years. “ The 
resistance to tithe, which completely de- 
feated the Government of that day, with all 
its means, and the Parliament of that day, 
was, after all, but a miniature of the resist- 
ance to rent which has been the basis of the 
present movement.” This is only what read- 
ers of this journal Rave had preached to 
them any day for the last eighteen months— 
namely: that we are face to face with a so- 
cial revolution infivitly more dangerous than 
that which in the time of our fathers com- 
pletely defeated the British Government, 
all the resources of civilization notwithstand- 
ing. In the last week of 1880 we told the 


story of the tithe war, and it is worth while 
for the sake of the moral to tell it again now, 
because, according to the high authority of 
Mr. Gladstone himself, we see in it the min- 
iature of the formidable problem that baffles 
and perplexes us all today: 

The Protestant clergy were supported, as 
everybody knows, by means of a tithe levied on 
the squalid and impoverished farmers who then 
swarmed over the land far more abuodantly 
than today. To this tithe the clergy were en- 
titled by evéry form of law. But to the people 
who feit the hardship of the burden in their own 
lives and persons it became yearly and daily 
more intolerable. They reseuted the impost 
with all the bitterness that can be felt by men 
under oppression, and they miade the collection 
of ita work not only of difficulty but of great 

eril. At length, after the Government had 
ooked on for several years of growing exasper- 
anon, the strife rose to a hight. 
All over the island there urose 4 
general conspiracy to pay no more tithe. Lan- 
cers, dragoons, and police came to assist the 
prectors, and the tithe was carried’ off at the 
point of the bayonet. The law was utterly par- 
alyzed. The unfortunate clergy were deprived 
of the income which the law had guaranteed to 
them, and were condemned to endure the deep- 
est distress. The Government advanced some 
£250,000 for their immediate relief, and under- 
took to collect the unpaid tithes. The attempt 
was a signal failure. The arrears for one ear. 
were £104,000, and of that sum. atter flerce con- 
flicts and mucb boodsbed, the Government re- 
covered £12,000 at a cost of £15,000. It was with 
difficulty that the ordinary legal process of 
distraint was executed: and when in obe- 
dience to the law the cattie or crops of the de- 
fauiter were mit up to auction, no one dared to 
buy them. Noone would even give the cattle 
food. They were driven to the nearest port and 
thence sentto England; the taint of tithe, we 
ure told, even followed them to Eusland, and 
many persons still refused to buy them. Mur- 
der and er mes of violence were rampant. It is 
reckoned that there were nearly two hundred 
cases of homicide in the singie year 132, arising 
from the disturbances connected with the tithe. 
To give evidence in an agrarian case was equiv- 
alent to a sentence of death. The abduction and 
violation of women were common features 
of dally iife. The. anarchy was 80 com- 
plete and so horrible that the only parallel that 
men could und to it was the sack of a captured 
town. The disorders, which were a thousand 
times more atrocious than those of today, went 
on for ten times us long before the Goverument 
took them seriously in band. Actually ou the 
very eve of the great Coercion bill of 1684 Par- 
liameutary cOmmittee reported that the exist- 
ing laws were adequate for the restoration of 
The Government, however, did not think 
80; and, congidering the awful state of lreiand 
at that mount, we cannot wonder at their de- 
cision. They brought in proposals which in 
stringeney recalled the memorable Six Acts of 
Oastiereagh and Sidmoutb. 

Let us now look what was the effect of 
this “Spanking bill,” as Palmerston called 
it: It was this: In Connaught there wasa 
slight decrease of what were called insur- 
te eg | crimes, Dut an increase of general 
crimes. In Leinster there was a decrease 
under both heads, but in Munster there was 
under both heads actually an increase.

violate the law than to obey it. 
‘Lhe words read as if they were written yes- 
terday. In some counties the langllords were 
obliged to promise to reduce their rents. 
Nobody dared to work for a landlord who 
would not comply with the Wiiteboy orders. 
With many limitations, me Coercion act was 
renewed in the following year. Outrages 
still remained frequent; and, what is more 
to gur immediate point, n the 
greater part of the country it was futile to try 
to enforce the payment of tithes, and the at- 
deimpt was constantly followed by bloodshed. 
At one time it was calculated that, in spite 
of military and police, there was due a mill 
ion and a quarter pounds of tithes which the 
Government could; not collect. It was the 
same in 1%5as in 1834, The peasantry were 
still urged not to desist from seeking the 
abolition of tithes “by all legal and constitu- 
tional means ef redress.“ What these now 
familiar words meant, as the annalist tells 
us, was that the process-server was ghunted 
animal, and that when sales of dtrained 
cattle were attempted nobody who valued 
his lite aared to buy. Calm observers told 
the public. when cvercion was in full swing, 
exactly as we are told now, that many parts 
of the country were only tranquil because 
there was no need for disturbance. Whiie-

The country wasfranguil, but 
travelers compared it to the tr@iiquillity of a 
barrel of gunpowder, “If any person im-

THE RING THEATRE FIRE. 


Trial of Officials for Neglect in Connect 
tien Therewith. 
New York Herald. 

VIENNA, April, %4.—The trial of Julius von 
Newald, ex-Mayor of Vienna; Herr Jauner. 
formerly Director of the Imperial Opera- 
House; three of his officials, the Po- 
lice Inspector Landsteiner, an engineer 
and a foreman of the Vienna Fire Brigade, who 
are accused of neglect or of punishable actions 
in connection with the burning of the Ring 
Theatre, began today. The Pubiie Prosecutor 
read the indictment against the accused. Be- 
sides the persons mentioned above two minor 
employés of the burned theatre are on trial. 

The sacéusatioi against the Mayor, which 

caused him to re@ign his post, is Chiefly this: 
When the theatre at Nice was burned through 
an explosion of gas the magistrates of Vienna 
consulted upon the measures to be taken to pre- 
vent a similar catastrophe there, and nineteen 
preventive measures were proposed, voted and 
communicated to the Mayor, who was 
to have them enforced. Among these 
measures an increase was ordered in the num- 
der of the properly drilied fremen anda regu- 
lation that the oil lamps should be kept tiehted 
in the passages and on the stairs, and so fourth. 
The rules were sent to ali the managers ti Vi- 
enna, but thé Mayor did not see them enforced, 
and, it seems, even declared that he was incom- 
petent to do so. Director Jauner knew of the 
ru les. but left them to his people, and, it appears, 
did not see whether they were carried out or not. 
The indictment, which is composed in a tluent 
style, begins by stating that when some terribie 
catastropbe has befallen a part of the country 
and a part of the population the first feeling of 
the survivors isoue of pity for the sufferers; 
the next. however, is the é&rnest desire 
to prevent similar wmisfottunes for the 
future; and when the calamity has been 
oceasioned by erime or negiert to see the 
law applied in itsseverest form to those wno gan 
be proved to have been guilty. The chtastrophe 
is 80 unprecedented a case of utter negiect, 
cowardice, and heediesness on the part of all 
the authorities concerned that it should also 
come the subject of profound investigation, and 
no one should be spared, whatever may be his 
sition. The Mayor and the Director take up 
mut a small part of the indictment, the for- 
mer because he negtected to enforce the 
rules, and had nothing to do with the fire itseit; 
the latter, because—it ig,alleged—he drove bome 
us 8000 as he saw the mes buret out of the 
casements, and was not seen near the place 
again. He is the person Who from his experi- 
ence must have known how full the theatre was 
likely to be on a fete day. According to the in- 
dictment his one exclamation was, 1 am 
ruined!” and then be drove home. 

The preliminary examination elucidated the 
causes of the fire. The lights over the scene 
were lighted by électricity, and for this purpose 
a box was drawn up which contained gas-pipes 
guarded by a wire trellis- work, and by means of 
whicn the lighting of the long rows of lights was 
efiected. On the evening in question a 
number of openings in the horizontal pipe 
did net burn when the electric spark 
touched them, and the man busy with the 
lighting endeavored to ascertain what was the 
matter without turum the gas off before doing 
so. A large quantity of gas escaped in the box 
hune up for lighting purposes, and soon the 
flames burned through the wire trellis and set 
tire to a this muslin background rolled up and 
ready for use. There werg at least twelve such 
backgrounds, and thesé caught fire al- 
most immediately. The firemen (they were not 
drilled men from the brigade, but a sort of 
amateur firethen) were none of them near, and 
the workmen, never giving & thourht to the 
audience, thought only of the best means of es- 
caping. There was no one there to take the 
coinmand in the hour of danger, and every one 
looked to his own safety first. It was then they 
unhappily hit upon the idea that the best means 
of escaping was by an opening, closed by 
a shutter, at the bottom of a descent with- 
out steps, used for bringing borses upon We 
stage, and which opened directly into the street. 
The moment this sputter was drawn up a terri- 
bie current of air blew in and drove the flames 
toward the large curtain, which, as every ope 
who witnessed the fire asserts, was rent in two. 
Had that unlucky stutter been left closed, 
the fire would have spread to the audience 
slowly. and many, if not all, could bave escaped. 
The next terrible neglect was that or the 
Inspector of the Police, who not only, itis said, 
dia not take a single step to ascertain if the 
theatre were empty, but even disregarded the 
persons who came from the interior and said 
that hundreds were still in every part of the 
house. 

It has been declared over and over again 
that even bad an attempt been made to 
su ve the victims, it would dave been too 
late, as they must have all been dead 
before 7 o'clock. But this asseruon has 
been proved false. A lady. who lay in a Swoon 
on the staircase, awoke suddenly and escaped at 
a quarter- past 7; anda gentiemen, whom some 
of the water sent into the burning house by the 
fire-brigade restored to conscivusness, saved 
himself at twenty minutes past 7. Probably 
the greater part of the persons on tie 
stairs were only in a swoon, and could 
have been saved bad the uecessary 
steps been taken. According to the igdict- 
ment the director was the most cowardly, and 
the inspector the most unfeeling of the persons 
implicated. The engineer and foreman of the 
fire-brigade are accused of having insuflicent 
materials from the central establishment of the 
fire-brigade, which is situated at two minutes’ 
drive frum the theatre. All this neglect would 
have mattered little in itself were it not 
the police custom in Vienna never to 
lend an ear to the complaints of the pub- 
lic, which in this case spoke plainly and entreat- 
ingiy in a hundred instances, but Were even 
stopped by force. The proceedings will show 
how many persons whose feiatives were in the 
burning house implored the police to search for 
them, and how they were refused not only help, 
but even admittance. The words spoken by 
the police to reassure d Archduke . 
brecht. who appeared On the scene, “All 
are saved.“ have tbevome a byword in Vienna, 
and are used asa means of characterizing the 
mode in which things are done in Austria. 
‘Never: were more truthful_ words spoken,” 
concludés the indictmeat. “ We shuuld say in-

The Newfoundland Seal-Fishery for 
1882 a Failure. 
New York Herald. 

Sr. Jouns, N. F., April 15.—The year 1882 will 
ong be remembered in the history of the New- 
foundiand seal-fishery. The tempestuous char- 
acter of the season, the unprecedented quan- 
tity of heavy Arctic ice on the eastern 
coast, and the intensity of the frost all combine 
to make@ the trying on both ships and 
crews of which there is any record either in the 
history er traditions of this great ocean fishery. 
The word failure sums up the net result of 
the spring’s operations. Only two ships outside 
of the Gulf of St. Lawrence fleet bave 
made “paying trips.“ These are the Arec- 
tie, Capt. Adams, who scores 2,000 old and 
young barp seals, ana the Thetis, Capt. Dawe, 
Who comes next and puts together 11,000 young 
and old harps. The balance of the steamers 
will not make an average of more than 5,000

A SECRET TELEPHONE. 


Sending Conversations Over the Wires 
in Sections. 
New York Timea, April 2. 

The articies of incorporation of the National 
Secret Telephone Company were filed in Albany 
yesterday. The capital is $5,000,000, divided into 
50,00 shares of $100 each, and the privilege is 
reserved to increase it $10,000,000. The in- 
corporators are Prof. J. Harris Kogers, Dr. J. W. 
Rogers, Gen. Chartes Ewing, and Gen. Thomas 
Ewing, of New York, and Frank Hume, L. G. 
Hine, and E. C. Dean, of Washington, D. C. The 
company, which has not yet been fully organized, 
was incorporated to manufacture and put iu op- 
eration a telephone invented by Prof. J. Harris 
Rowers, of Washington. The teiephone is called 
the “secret telephone,” because when 
two persons are taiking go “ne éise, 
although he may be on the same line, 
can listen te the conversation. instead 
of using a straight line a circuit is formed, so 
that the two extreme endsof the wire meet. 
The ends of the wire where cut ata box or sta- 
tion, after leaving the electrodes, come in con- 
tact with a commutator, which is in the shape of 
a revolvibg wheel turned by Glectricity. The 
wheel is divided into four opposit segments, 
two of which are of metal and two 
of a non-conducting material, such as 
giass. In this, Manner, when one end of 
the wire is in contact with the conductor, the 
other is in contact with the non-conductor. The 
wheel divides the conversation r and 
sends the sounds pee poerey | first in one lreo- 
tion an the circuit and then in the other. Thus 
there may be a dozen boxes ou the line, but from 
the ones notin direct communication only butt 
of the conversatiun can be caught, and then it 
would be simpiy unintelligible noise. The alpha- 
bet, it is sald, cannot be spoken in the telephone 
80 that it can be understood on one-half of the 
circuit alone, and the wheel, it is claimed, se- 
cures secrecy. The seeret telephone is about 
one-baif the size of the Beil telepbone. A carbon 
diaphragm is used in the transmitter, instead of 
a metal one, asin the ordinary telephone, and 
in the receiver a common horseshoe magnet is 
used instead of the vibrating armatu The 
inventor claims great advantages for bisginstru- 
mentover the ordinary telephone. Instead of 
being suspended, the electrodes float in mercury, 
which gives distinctness in sound and enables 
the telephone to be operated at long distances. 
There are many other minor differences be- 
tween the secret and the common telephone, 
but the advantages urged are the secrecy and the 
superiority in transmission. in an experiment in 
Washington conversation in a low toue at a dis- 
tance of twenty-five feec from the transmitter 
was heard plainly two and one-half miles awar. 
The promoters say that the company will be 
organized in thirty duys, aud that it will be 
ready to put up lines in sixty day. They pro- 
pose to construct a line from New York to Albany 
and thence to Buffalo, but will establish plants 
in all the principal cities the same as the other 
telephone companies.

Sin: Confine yourself to your meetings where 
you have already refuted my doctrines, cai! in 
all whom you wish to convince, and cease to 
challenge me to a public discussion, which, | 
repeat, could not serve the interests of truth. 
Iam at your disposal for such explanations as 
you may ask for without scandal. I had no in- 
tention of offendimg you, and 1 beg vou to for- 
give whatever arrogance you found in my last 
letter. May God bless you. Fr. MONSABRE. 

Nettled at the haughty indifference of the 
popular Dominican, M. Loyson closed the 
correspondence by announcing his intention 
to publish the letters which had passed “in 
orden that the public might appreciate this 
singular justification of the past when the 
Church imprisoned and burned its adversa- 
ries with whom it now refuses to debate.“ 
The latter concludes with an intimation that 
Pére Monsabré is not acquainted with the 
behavior common to well-bred people.

Numerous tirms, among whom prominently 
stands the Western Electric Manufacture

‘igh positions in the scientific word have gen- 


erously given us of their time and abilities for 
our instfuction and entertainment. 

The past year bas been productive of most 
gratifying results. Our society is fast winning 
Us way to a piace among the scientitic associa- 
tions of orld. To make it a permanent and 
prominent C go instituGon is our chief end 
and dim; e isis & labor of time and 
earnestness. We e to repeat the life-history 
of ali scientific orgadizationa. 

Originally one of several similar societies 
auxiliary to the American Electrical Soviety, it 
was boped that in that special section of science 
indicated by ita name sufficient interest would 
be developed to restrict its researches to that 
particular speciality. To cement and maintain 
an organization of that character required too 
great a sacrifice of time and labor on the part 
of its members, who are mostly telegraphers or 
employés in other enterprises of a kindred nat- 
ure. The natural result of this condition of 
affairs was a dearth of materiaito fill the re- 
quirements of our monthly meetings and main- 
tain the interest of the membersbip. 

After much discussion the Executive Commit- 
tee of 1880 decided to accept papers upon any 
subject which by a fairly liberal interpretation 
could be said to be related to electricity. It 
may be asked, apropos of recent inferesting 
papers to which the society has listened, What 
have astronomy and the origin of the world, or 
the currents of the ocean, to do with electricity? 
What, may we ask, has coal to do with the elec- 
tric light or sending atelegram? Or the heat, 
and light, and moisture of the coniferous and 
fern era to do with either? Those trees ana 
ferns assimilated forces disseminated by the 
sun, which were svbsequentiy locked in the 
tirm embrace of the coal. The furnace releases 
this energy; itis transmitted to the Miler, ex- 
pended on the piston in the cylinder, and act- 
uates the dynamo-machine; it is changed into 
an electric current, and today is the motive 
power which actuates every magnetic and elec- 
trical impulse sent forth from the New York 
and San Franeisco offices of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company. Tris foree, stored up 80 
long, long ago, today dispenses with all main 
battery systems at those two points. 

Ngw, while the Executive Committee has pre- 
fer and giadiy accepted all proper papers 
bearing more directiy upon electricity,to the 
exclusion of dissertations upon more distant 
topics, its members have feit that to accept pa- 
pers of such a nature, essays upon forces Am- 
dred to electricity, bas givena wider scope to 
gur knowledge, and imbued our society with 
treeh lite and vigor. It has been our aim to 
maintain the organization—electrical so far as 
lay in our power—but to maintain the organiza- 
tion. And itis this poser of action which has 
preserved the Chicago ectricai from the un- 
lortunate calamity which bas befallen all but 
one other of the assuciates and coworkers of 
the parent body. 

ls it not better to continue in this course, to 
live and enlarge the sphere of our usefulness 
and knowledge by the acceptance of such mental 
food, rather than to perish of starvation for 
want of sufficient nutriment of some specitic 
character?

To What Poor Families in New York 
City Must Submit—12,850 Evictions on 
Two Hours“ Notice—New Kork and 
Ireland Compared—The Power of 
Heartless Agents.

citizens of New York in the efforts that have | 


been made to better the condition of the Irish 
tenantry recently led a Herald eorrespond- 


ent to call the attention of the public to the 
fact that here in this eity evictions are as 
common as in Ireland and much more sum 


warily earried out. He pointed out this 
difference between the Lrish and the Ameri- 
can landiqd, that the one has not and the 
other has the power and legal authority to 
eviet his tenants on two hours’ notice to 
leave, and said that the Herald would be do- 
ing a good thing if it would bring this arbi- 


trary and unfeeling Landlord-and-Tenant law 


to the notiee of the Legislature before its ad- 
journment in order that it might be repealed. 

The writer, in his condemnation of the law 
as a stigma and a stain upon the city, and the 
State, and the statute-books, simply ex- 
pressed the opinions of thousands of voters. 
There are very few residents of New York 
who from time to time have not witnéssed 
the sight of a family turned out into the 
street, not knowing where to go, the victims 
ofa harsh landlord’s summary measures, A 
saddening picture, too, the toiling, indus- 
trious father, whose long hours of hard labor 
have not served to meet the rent, the 
wretched motber, surrounded by her un- 
fortunate little children, or even carrying 
her yoilngest born in her arms, the house- 
hold goods piled in confusion all about them 
this heartrending scene of a homeless, 
hungry, and dispairing group is too often 
to be met with in the more thickly populated 
districts. It is all very true to say that the 
landiord is entitled te his premises, that the 
tenant’s term has expired, and that they have 
no right to remain over time, and that other 
peor e are waiting to move into the house; 

ut it can be said on the other side that the ten- 
ant is entitled to humane treatment; that 
it is wrong and cruel to turn a family into 
the streets upon an hour’s or two hours’ no- 
tiee, and that a landlord who is possessed of 
any kindness of heart would save little chii- 
dren at least from the miseries of homeles- 
ness and hunger. Is it any wonder that the 
thousands upon thousands of the city’s hard- 
working and honest poorer classes shonid 
from their own sad experiences denounce 
the Landlord-and-Tenant law as shameful 
and unjust? 

, METHODS OF EVICTION. 

The present Landlord-and-Tenant law has 
been in operation since about 1857. Before 
that time what was called the Distrain law 
existed, Under it the landlord who had un- 
profitable tenants was empowered to seize 
their goods as security for Ron pay ues of 
rent. ‘This same law obtains in New Jersey 
and other States at the present time. New 
York, however, abandoned it ut the 
year above mentioned for present 
aw, which. provides two methods for 
evicti tenants. One process is called 
the “hold over.” This means that the 
tenant is remain on the premises over 
time; that he is hol over. The petitioner 
or landlord seeks possession of the premises, 
notrent. ‘The other is called he 5 
ment,” and in this the landlord seeks to d 
possess the tenant because he has not paid 
the rent. In the non-payment pr ings 
the answer is made returnable in from three 
to five days after service of the papers in the 
case on the tenant. The tenant, therefore, 
is given full time to settle with the landiord, 
get ready with his defense, or seek other 
quarters. Against this part of the law no 
= can in any fairness be made. It-is 
alike just to both landlord and tenant. The 
two hours’ notice can never apply to it. Far 
different, however, is it with the hold- 
over” proceedings. To them is to be at- 
tributed all the harsh and summary acts the 
law is credited with. They seem to have 
been established for the especial benefit of 
the landiord. The only time they can be in- 
stitu is either on the day the lease expires 
or the day after. -Should the land- 
lerd allow more than forty-eight 
hours to elapse he has perforce to fall 
back on the non-payment plea, and then the 
tenant is secured from injustice. A landlord 4 
who is desirous to get rid of a tenant waits 
until the day the lease expires. Then he re- 
pairs to court, obtains a hold-over, and 
turns it over to the Marshal. The rs 
cannot be served before noon nor after 6 in 
the evening, but the answer can be made re- 
turnable in two hours. It matters not if the 
tenant or his wife or responsible representa- 
tive is at home when the Marshal visits the 
house. In their absence that official nails the 
paper to the door and goes on his way fejoi- 
eing. If the tenant does not return before the 
two hours are up so much the worse for him. 
The landlord or his lawyer is in court, and, 
no tenant appearing, the fact an answer 
has not been returned is entered on the court 
reeord, the Judge decides in the petitioner’s 
favor, and the Marshal forthwith proceeds te 
the house, enters the tenant’s apartmenta, 
and unceremoniously throws all his goods 
into the street. The tenant returns home at 
4 or 5 in the afternoon, and to his dismay 
tinds his property as well as himself without 
a shelter. 

THE POWER OF THE LANDLORD, 

it will be seen what power this puts into 
the landiord’s hands and what injustice-can 
be wrought thgough it to the unfortunate 
tenant. A favorit dodge of many landlords 
and their agents is to issue receipts to their 
tenants which read that the lease is only for 
amonth. If the tenantis not shrewd he is 
at the merey of the landlord. In many in- 
stances the tenant moves into quarters which 
he has every reason to expect will constitute 
his home until such time as he chooses to 
seek itelsewhere. With unsuspecting faith 
in the goodness of heart of the landlerd he 
does not trouble himself about the wording uf 
the receipt. Some fine day, to his great 
astonishment, he is hustled out of the house 
by “huld-over” proceedings without ever so 
slight an intimation hav prevjously been 
vouchsafed him by the tricky man to whom 
he has paid his rent. The tenant, say, has 
punctually paid his rent and gives every In- 
dication of continumg to do so, What, then, 
is the landlord’s motive in evicting him so 
summarily? Because some other party 
has come forward with the offer of 
higher rent. Some time since a case 
similar to this was appealed from one 
of the district courts 2 a higher court, 
the tenant holding that when he hired the 
remises he did so until the ist of the fol- 
owing May. The landlord, however, came 
forward with Kis receipt to prove that the 
lease was fora month only, and the tenant 
lost the case. Since then the landlords have 
had matters their own way, although there 
are judges and lawyers who hold different 
ven forth in the decision. 
An instance of how this law works was 
brought to a Herald reporter's attention yes- 
terday. A man in the Eighth District Civil 
Courta short time ago hired apartments 
from a landlord who, he had reason to 
lieve, was honest and straightforward. He 
found it necessary to make numerous small 
improvements as in such cases, he had 
to foot the bill. When the month expired the 
landiord raised the rent. The tenant was in 
rather humble circumstances, but rather 
than to go to the expense of moving he con- 
sented to pay it. At the end of the next 
month he was dispo under “hold- 
over“ proceedings: He went to a gentleman 
connected with the court and asked what 
was the best course to pursue. The answer 
was that as the laandlord was better able to

That was 
the question heard yesterday, and to which 
Was given the following answer: Not I; to 
be sure I do not weigh much, but 1 refuse to 


add one atom to the Nation’s disgrace.“ 


However, curiosity was strong enough with 
the party to outweigh their patriotic feelings 
and they went. The stories they had to re- 
late wifen they returned were almost beyond 
belief. They related how luxurious the bed 
appeared; how well the wretch was dressed; 
that he had two cells: that he wrote and that 
he talked. He handed out his face, that the 
rays of the sun somehow or other had con- 
sented to put on paper, and offered these re- 
productions for sale as though he had been 
the hero of a hundred great battles, or a dis- 
coverer of some boon to humanity, 
BUSINESS SPLENDID. 

He had asked John Rogers and Miss 
Minnie Palmer, of those who had gone there, 
how their business was, and had said that his 
was splendid; that he had made as much as 
$50 in one day. He had also, when he was 
told a reporter was coming in, fallen to 
abusing the papers; he had cursed and 
howled; he had ranted up and down with 
the gesticulations and the tread of an inno- 
cent and abused man, whom the venal press 
had been persuaded to traduce.

Real-Estate Loans, 
Real-estate loans in Chicago, on account 
of the comparatively smali amount of build- 
ing going on, are dull. Money is offered 
freely in large amounts at 5 per cent. In 
New York private lenders are offering un- 
limited amounts of money on real-estate 
mortgages at 43¢ per cent, and they 
can furnish almost any amount at that 
rate. If this is local capital, and, therefore, 
subject to the 2 38-100 per cent personal- 
property tax, it only leaves the lenders of 
the money about 2 per cent net. The proba- 
bility, however, is that it is largely, if not 
wholly, capital from other adjoining States, 
where the owners evade the personal-prop- 
erty tax in their own localities. It is one of 
the anomalies of the real-estate loan market 
in New York that while private capitalists 
are offe money at 4 per cent on mort- 
gages, evading the law their 
consciences to get it, the great life- 
insurance companies and savings banks 
7 they can readily get six per cent for 
to put out on real estate. 
Th explain the difference by saying that it 
is well uuderstood that any money borrowed 
of them need not be paid at maturit K the 
loan, but can run as long as the rrower 
desires to keep it, provided the market value 
of the property does not depreciate below 
double the amount of the loan. This, in 
fact, is probably the greatest agency in keep- 
ing 8 rices of real estate in this city. 
ew York State life-insurance compa- 
nies are prohibited by law from loaning any 
of their funds outside of a certain radius of 
the cit * except in the Slate of New 
York. 1 — bulk of their loans are really 
within a radius of five or six miles from the 
city-hall. The concentration of their enormous 
revenues—collected in all parts of the Ui ad 
States—upen the property of New. r 
Brooklyn, and Jersey City necessaril, 
the effect to keep prices of real estate mus 
higher than they would be otherwise. 


Sales and Building in New York. 
At the New York Exchange there was a 


fair volume of business last week, and prices 


have in some instances exceeded the expec- 
tations of the sellers of the property. For 
all well-located property there is a ready 
market at good prices. One large auction 
sale of thirty houses in Brooklynon Wednes- 
day, amounting<in the aggregate to $170,085, 
did not realize such satisfactory prices; and 
still another, of six lots, on One Hundred 
and Fifty-second street, west of the boule- 
vard, for an aggregate of $5,400, was made

Building in New Yorkis very active. Plans 
were fi one day last week for thirty new 
houses at an estimated cost of $400,000, With 
one exception they were all intended for pri- 
— residences, and about one-half are on 

aor rtment plan. The sites are for the

Tne demand for flats is so great in many 
parts of the city that most of the new build- 
— 2 are fully rented to eligible tenants long 
re the paint on them is dry. 
A marked change in the attitude of land- 
lords in New York is noted by the Times of 
that city. Where landlords have gone ex- 
tremes and stood resolutely immovable in 
their demands for advanced rents, a rather 
disastrous result has been chronicled. The 
tenants themselves in many such cases have 
unexpectedly shown an equal amount of 
resolution and determined will, and have 
vacated the presence, leaving the landlord 
upset in his calculations, with unrente 
property on his hands. Attention has been 
called to the fact that such owners are very 
glad to rent at former rates and are con- 
vinced that they made a mistake in pushing 
the rent question too far. While the market 
is firm, it is still not strong ehough to induce 
tenants to yield to any exhorbitant demand 
for increased rents. ‘The situation has noi 
been quite like this in Chicago. Building 
has not been as active here asin New York. 
and there has been and is an actual scarcity 
of houses. Rents have risen more on low- 
priced than on high-priced tenements. 


A Great Sewerage Enterprise. 

Boston has undertaken a great sewerage 
enterprise to drain the new and fashionable 
back bay quarter. The sum of $2,396,960.68 
has been spent already, $1,356,039.32 more 
has been appropriated, and a further sum of 
$1,500,000 will be needed to complete it. 
About eleven miles of main and branch inter- 
cepting sewers have up to this time been 
completed and connected with the pumping- 
station on the shore just south of the penin- 
sula ot South Boston; enormous engines, 
pumps, and tanks have been erected at that 
point, at an expense which it was estimated 
would be $350,000, but which will very prob- 
sably amount to $900,000. From this pum 
ing-station a tunnel 7,000 feet long is pearly 
com pleted under the bottom of Dorchester 
Bay to Moon Island, where a reservoir cov- 
ering an area of four and a half acres is rap- 
idly approaching completion. At this point, 
it is hardly necessary to say, the sewage is 
to be emptied into the outer harbor ai ppro- 
priate stages ot the tide.

In July, with fourteen acci- 
dents, Cne-half were runaways. Many other 
cases seem to arise from the drunkenness of the 
driver. The examples of careiesness are chietly 
found in cases where incompetent drivers allow 
their own vehicles to collide with other wagons, 
inducing runaways or Other serious casualties. 

A few sampie cases will illustrate the whole. 

Thousands of people bave often cursed the 
tender of the Ciark street bridge, but even these 
would not be giad to learn that about a year ago 
he was knocked down and severely bru by a 
reckiess brute, who drove rapidly across the 
bridge and away before be could be identified. 
During the same montb two reckless youths 
were driving at a break-neck speed, when, on 
turning the corner, they were upset, fortunate- 
ly injuring no one but themselves. A printer 
was badly mjured by a man driving arig at a 
furious rate of speed, it was no wonder, for 
ibe rig was stoien and the driver was a thief. 

A little Italian boy was instantly killed last 
June at the corner of Clark and Madison streets. 
The driver could not get away, and be was ar- 
restec, but it could not be learned that he ever 
was punished. Two unknowfl boys were driv- 
ing a heavy mik wagon the following month, 
when they ran over and instantly kilied a baby 
boy by their carelessness. ran away, and 
were never heard of.

That there 
were no more arrests is not to be wondered at, 
as police officers cannot be everywhere, and 
they can rely for information only ou the 
vague information furnished by such wit-

growing evil will never be stopped until 
overt citizen organizes himself into a section of 
a Vigilance committee and forcibly detains evéry 
driver who is the cause of an accident until the 
merits of the case are duly ascertained. This is 
a duty whicb all good citizens owe to themsel?¥ 
and to the community, and until they do th 
they must expect that they or any other pedes- 
trians are liabie to be injured the garelesness 
of the drunken or reck drivers of spirited 
steeds.

Arctic Whalers—Old-Time Whaling Ves- 
sels and the Steamers of Progress. 
San Francisco Bulletin. 

The twenty or more whale ships which came 
down from the Arctic last autumn have mostiy 
started again for the same destination. These 
vesseis will not arrive in the Arctic before some 
time in May. They fish by the way. making 
long stretches out of a direct course, sometimes 
getting well over toward Japan, and sometimes 
nosing about the Oxhotsk Sea, fur any chance to 
strike a few whales. 

Besides the fleet of sailing 22 thore will be 
three steamers in the Arctic this season —viz.: 
the Belvedere and North Star, of New Bedford. 
and the new steamer now on the stocks at this 
port, which will be completed inside the next 
two months. The saili Ships are all old- 
fashioned, short, oak-built ships, which have 
dove good service in other business before they 
were sent around to the Arctic. Some of them 
were packets fifty years ago. They are still 
strong, weatherly ships, and seem to inde- 
pendent of alidecay. The cold weather of the 
Arctic and the saturation of oil have a tendency 
to preserve ships. Uniess these old vessels get 
nipped in the ice they may be good for at least a 
quarter of a century more. 

By that time there will probablo be no use for 
anything but the screw steamships in whaling. 
Even now another use of steam in whaling has 
been introduced—the steam tender or small 
boat with steam, strong enough to tow a dead 
whale a loug distance, and to tow the whaie- 
boats to the fisting grounds. Steam can not be 
used in following whales on account of the 
noise. But it can be used as an auxiliary in the 
ways suggested. and, it is said, with substantial 
advantage. A great many whales are struck 
and lost. But a steam-tender to hitch on and 
tow thirty or forty miles is the latest improve- 
ment in whaiing. The old sailing vessels will 
wear out in the business. They do not repre- 
sent a great deal of capital. 

Now and then an old ship worth $5,000 or $6,000 
and twice that sum in the matter of outtit, will 
come into port with 1,000 barreis of ofl, and as 
much bone as can be stored away. The interest 
on capital is small. The profits are large. That 
is why these old bluff-bowed ships soaked with 
whale oil are so dear to the hearts of their own- 
ers. The steam whaler, with outfit, costs any- 
from $70,000 to $120,000, according to size. These 
must come into port with large fares, or the 
venture would be a losing business.
